3. (Currently Amended) The percutaneous absorption type cerebral protective 
agent according to claim 2, nhnrnntorinod in that wherein the aqueous base contains, 
comprises, b ased on a total amount of the aqueous base, 1 to 20 percent by mass of a water- 
soluble polymer, 0.01 to 20 percent by mass of a cross-linking agent, 10 to 80 percent by 
mass of polyhydric alcohol, and 1 to 80 percent by mass of water. 

4. (Currently Amended) The percutaneous absorption type cerebral protective 
agent according to claim 1, characterised in that wherein the base is a rubber base. 

5. (Currently Amended) The percutaneous absorption type cerebral protective 
agent according to claim 4, characterised in that whereinthe rubber base contains, comprises, 
based on the total amount of the rubber base, 10 to 50 percent by mass of a rubber polymer, 
10 to 50 percent by mass of a plasticizer, and 5 to 50 percent by mass of a tackifier.

mass of water. 

9. (Currently Amended) The use- method according to claim 6, characterised in 
thafc- wherein the base is a rubber base.
